for us to know that tbe honor and the Faith of 
the state are pledged to finish that which 
has been commenced ; that, in the dilemma in 
which we have been placet!, prudence will 
dictate that our marc!) should be onward.— 
And the best interests of the commonwealth 
will require a further expenditure of large 
sums of" money in connecting and further ex- 
tending some of the lines of the canal, and tba 
entire finishing and completing of the rail- 
road, in order that they may be rendered pro- 
fitable to the commonwealth, and useful to its 
citizens. 


On the subject of internal improvements, 


my opinion has ever been in Favor of the pol- 
icy ; and although circumstances have occa- 
sionally occurred, calculated to dampen the 
ardor of its warmest Friends, still 1 feel persua- 
ded that r. gradual progressive system of im- 
provement, by means of roads and canals, 
siicli as this slate might have prosecuted from 
time to time, without embarrassing1 her finan- 
ces, or endangering her credit, would have 
been her true policy. 
The great mistake, on 


our part, has been in undertaking too much 
at once, which has obliged us from year to 
year, since the commencement of our public 
works, U) borrow and to expend large sums 
of money, and to incur the payment of a hea- 
vy interest, without obtaining from them an 
adequate return. 
Although all the workss 


that have been contracted For, have been fin- 
ished or are in a state rapidly approximating 
to completion, yet until those in the east 
shall be so connected with those in the west 
as to form one entire connected chain of com- 
munication between Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burg, the great emporiums of the east and 
the west, we cannot expect to derive much 
advantage from them.

in tiie mean wliile, si,mo tfc-ueral rule for the 
action of the fiovernmcnt in that respect 
O'.itfhtto be established. 


These sujortfMioiH were not necessary to 


the decision of the question then bet ore me ; 
and were, I readily admit, intended to a w a k e n 
the attention, and draw forth the opinion-and 
observations, of our constituents, upon a sub- 
ject of the highest importance to their inter- 
ests, and one destined to exert a powerful in- 
fluence upon the future operations of our po- 
litical system. 
I know of no tribunal to which 


a public man in this country, in a ca*e of 
doubt and difficulty, can appeal with greater 
advi'.niiifro. or more propriety, than the judj;- 
rnrnt oi'lhe people ; and although 1 must ne- 
ce.iSiirily, in the discharge of my ofiicial dti- 
;:•?£., be i^overneil by the dictates of my own 
ju-ijjincdt, 1 have no desire to conceal my unx- 
joas \vibh to conform, as far as I can, to the 
views of those f'>r whom I act. 


All irregular expressions of public opinion 


nre of necessity attended with some doubt as 
to their accuracy : but. making full allowan- 
ces on lhat account, ! cannot, I t h i n k , deceive 
myself in believir.fi; that the acts referred to, 
as well as the suggestions which 1 allowed 
ni\--.elf to make in relation to their healing1 


upon the future operations of the Govern- 
ment, have been approved by the great bod}' 
of the people. 
That those whose immediate 


pecuniary interests are to be affected by pro- 
posed expenditures should shrink Horn the 
application of a rule which prefers their more 
general and remote interests to those which 
are personal and immediate, is to be expect- 
ed. 
Hut even such objections must, from 


the nature of our population, be but tempo- 
rary in their duration : and if it were other- 
wise, our course should be the same, for the 
time is yet, I hope, far distant, u hen those-en- 
trusted with power to be exercised for the 


• good or the whole, will consider it either 


honest or wise to purchase local favor at the 
sacrifice of principle and the general good. 


So understanding public sentiment, & tho- 


roughly satisfied that the best interests of our 
common country imperiously require that the 
course which 1 have recommended in this re- 
gard should he adopted. 1 have.upnn the most 
mature consider'.ilion,determined to pursue it. 


l! i^ due to candor, as w e l l as to inv o w n 


feeling-1, that 1 should express the reluctance 
and anxiety which ! must a! all limes experi 
ence in exercising U:e undoubted right oi the 
Kxecutive to withhold his assent from bills on 
other grounds than ihcir uneon.siiUi1ion.dity. 
Th.il this right should not be exercised on 
Slight occasions, all will admit. 
It is «>nlv in 


matters of d<-ep interest, v. tu-n the principle 
involved inav be jiisth regarded as next in 
importance to infractions of the Constitution 
itself, that such a step can lie expected to 
meet with the appreb:i!u>n of the people.— 
Such ;<n occasion do 1 conscientiously believe 
the present to be. 
In the discharge of this 


delicate and highlv responsible dutv, 1 am 
sustained bv the reflection that the exeicise 
of tills power has been deemed cons;stent 
ivliit the obligation of oflicial d u t v by several 
of inv predecessors; and bv the persuasion, 
too, that, whatever liberal institutions mav 
have to fear from the encroachment.- of Kxc-

That there ure diversities in the intc-icsts ol 


the different States which compose this exten- 
sive confederacy, must be admitted. 
Tho-so 


diversities. ar;sing from situation, climate, po- 
pulation, and pursuits, are doubtless, as it is 
natural they should be, greatlyexaggerated 
by jcalou-ies, and that spirit of rivalry so in- 
separable from neighboring communities.— 
These circumstances- make it tlic duty of those 
u ho art entrusted with ihe management "fits 
iillaii's, to neUtndix.c their ei)'c.cts as far as 
practicable, by making the beneficial opera- 
lion of Ibe Federal (Jovernment an equal and 
equitable among1 the seveial -States as can be 
done consistently with the great ends (if its 
institution. 
It i.s only necessary to refer to 


undoubted facts, to se.<- how far the past acts 
of the liovrrmn'-nt upon the subject under 
consideration have fallen short of this object. 
1'he expenditures heretofore made for inter- 
nal improvements amount to upwards of five 
millions of dollars, and have been distributed 
in very 
unequal proportions amongst the_ 


States. The estimated expense of works ol 
which surveys have been marie, together with 
that of oi hers projected and partially survey- 
ed, a m o u n t to more than % millions of dol- 
lars. 
That such improvements, on account 


of particular circumstances, may be more ad- 
vtmlageously and beneficially made it) some 
States than in others, is doubtless true : but 
that they aro of a character which should pre- 
vent an equitable distribution of the funds a- 
mongst the several States, i" not to be conce- 
ded. The want of ibis equitable distribution 
cannot fail to prove a p rob fir. source of irrita- 
tion amongst ihe Stales. 
We have it con- 


stunt ly b'-fore our eyes, that professions ot 
superior zeal in the caine. of internal improve- 
ment, and a disposition to lavish the public 
funds upon objects of that character, ure daily 
and earnestly'put forth by aspirants to power, 
as constituting the highest claims to the con 
ftdence of the people. 
Would it be strange, 


under .such circumstances, and in times ^of 
great excitement, that grants of" this descrip- 
tion .should find their motives in objects which 
may not accord with the public good ? Those 
who have not had occasion to .<ee and regret 
the. indication of a sinister influence in these 
matters m past time.i, have been more fortu- 
nate than myself in their observation of the 
course of public affairs. 
If to these evils be 


added the combinations & angry contentions 
to which such a course of things gives rise, 
with their bah-ful influences upon the !egis!u 
tion of Congress touching- ihe leading and ap- 
propriate duties of the Federal Government, 
it was but doing1 justice to tbe character of 
our people to expect the severe condemna- 
tion of the past which the recent exhibition 
of public sentiment has evinced. 
Nothing 


short of a radical change in the action of the 
(iovcrnment upon the subject, can, in my o- 
p'mion, rc.-rne.dy tlie evil 
If, as it would be 


natural to expert, the States which have been 
leasl favored in past appropriations siio'iid in- 
sist on being redressed in those hereafter to 
he made, at the expense of the States which 
have to largely and disproportionately parti- 
cipated, we have, as matters now stand, but 
little security thai the attempt would do more 
than change tbe inequality from one quarter 
to another. 


Tims viewing the subject, 1 have heretofore 


felt it my duty to recommend the adoption of 
some plan for the disirihntion of the surplus 
funds -.vliicli may at any time remain in the 
treasury after the national debt; shall have 
been paid, among-the- Stales, in proportion to 
the number of their representatives, to be ap- 
plied by them lo objects of internal impriiie- 
nn-nt. 
Although this plan has met with fa- 


vor in some portions of the Union, it has also 
elicited objections which merit deliberate 
consideration. 
A brief notice of these objec- 


tiuiib here will not, therefore, I trust, be re- 
garded as oui of place. 


They rest, sis far :<s they have come to my 


knowledge, OP. t!ic following grounds : 1st. 
an objection to tin- ratio of distribution ; 2d. 
an apprehension chat the existence of such 
u regulation would produce improvident i-.nd 
npjire^sive. taxation to raise the funds for dis- 
tribution ; 3d, that the mode proposed would 
h-fld t<> the construction of works of a local 
nature, to the exclusion of such as are gener- 
al, und «s would consequently he of a more 
useful character; and. ixst, that it would cic- 
aie a discreditabh- and injtiiious dependence, 
mi ihe part of the State (ioveriiments, iipon 
the federal power. 
Of those who object to 


the raiio nf representation as the basis of <<!h- 
tvibiition, some in.-is! that the importations of 
the respective States would constitute one 
that wnil.l be more equitable : and others, a- 
lT:'.in, that ihe t-\'cnt of'their respective ter- 
ritories uoultl funucli a .Mand.ird which would 
I)-.' more eNped'u-nl, & sufiieienily equitable. 
The ratio of representation presented it.seli to

H may sometimes happen that th«; interest« 


of particular Statea would not be deemed to 
coincide with the genera! interest in relation 
to improvement within such States. 
Hut, if 


the danger to be apprehended 
from this 


source is sufiieietit to require it, a discretion 
might be reserved to Congress to direct, to 
such improvements of a general character as 
the Stales concerned might not be disposed 
to unite in, the application of the quotas of 
those States under tbe restriction of confi- 
ning' to each State tbe expenditure of its ap- 
propriate quota 
It mav, however, be assu- 


med as a sate general rule, that such improve- 
ments as set ve to increase tbe prosperity of 
the respective States in which they are made 
by giving new facilities to trade, and thereby 
augmenting the wealth arid comfort of their 
inhabitants, constitute the surest mode of con 
(erring permanent and substantial advantages 
upon tlie whole. 
The strength, as well as 


the true glory, of the confederacy, is mainly 
founded on the prosperity and power of the 
several independent sovereignties of which it 
is composed, and the certainty with which 
they can be brought into successful, active 
co-operation, through the agency of the Fed- 
eral (lovcrninent. 


Jt is, moreover, within the k""wl<.'dge of 


such as are at all conversant w i t h public af- 
fairs, thut schemes of internal improvement 
have, from time to time, been proposed, 
which, from their extent and seeming magni- 
ficence, were regarded as of national con- 
cernment ; bul whicli, upon fuller considera- 
tion and further experience, would now be 
rejected with great unani/nity. 


That the plan under consideration would 


derive important advantages from its certain- 
ty ; and that the moneys set apart for thenC 
purposes would be more judiciously applied 
and economically expended under the direc- 
tion of the State Legislatures, in which every 
part of each State is immediately represent 
ed, ctinnol, I t h i n k , be doubted. 
In the new 


States-pirtictilarly, where a comparatively 
small population is scattered over an exten- 
sive sin f.ie.e. and the representation in Con- 
gress consequently very limited, it is natural 
to expt'ct thai the appropriations made by the j 
Federal ilovernment wotiid be more likel) to 
be expended in the vicinity of'hose, members 
through whose immediate agency they were 
obtained, than if the funds were placed under 
Ihe control of the Legislature, in whicli eve- 
ry county of the Slate has its own representa- 
tive. 
This supposition does not necessarily 


impugn ihe motive* of such Congressional re- 
presentatives, nor is it so intended. 
We are 


ali sensible of the bias to which the strongest 
minds and purest hearts are, under such cir- 
cumstances, liable 
In respect to the hist ob- 


jection, its probable effect upon the dignity 
and independence of tbe Stale Governments, 
it appears lo me only necessary to state the 
case as it is, und us it would be i! the measure 
proposed were adopted, to show that the op- 
eration is most likely to be the -\ery reverse 
of that which tiie objection supposes. 


In the one case, the Stale would receive its 


quota of the national revenue for domestic 
u.se, upon a fixed principle, vs a matter of 
right,and from a fund to the creation of which 
it hud itself contributed in fair proportion.— 
Surely there could be nothing derogatory in 
tiiat. As matters now stand, the States them- 
selves, in their sovereign chatacter, are not 
(infrequently petitioners at the bar of the 
Federal Legislature for such allowances out 
of the national treasury as it may comport 
with their pleasure or sense or duly to be- 
stow upon them. 
It cannot require argument 


to prove which of the two courses is most 
compatible with the efficiency or respectubil- 
U nf the State Governments. 


Util all these are matters for discussion and 


dispassionate consideration

Our fellow-citizen:-, 


too, who. in proportion lo their love of 
liberty, keep a steady eye upon the 
means of sustaining it, do not require 
to be reminded of the d u t y they owe to 
themselves to remedy a!! essential de- 
fects in so vital a part of their system.— 
While t h e y are. sensible thai every evil 
attendant upon its operation is not ne- 
cessarily i n d i c a t i v e of a bad organiza 
tion, but may proceed from temporary 
causes, yet the h a b i t u a l presence, or e- 
ven a single instance of evils which can 
be clearly traced to an organic defect, 
will not, I trust, be overlooked through 
a too scrupulous veneration for 
the 


work of their ancestors. 
The Consti- 


tution was an experiment commuted to 
the virtue and intelligence of the great 
mass of our c o u n t r y men, in whose ranks

I;, i^ivi-s me pleasure to announce to 


Congress that the benevolent policy of

the Indians beyond the 


while settlements, is approaching to a 
happy consummation. Two important 
tribes have accepted ihe provision made 
for their removal at the last session of 
Congress; and il i.s believed that thrir 
example 
will induce the remaining 


tribes, also, to seek the same obvious 
advantages. 


The consequences of a speedy remo- 


val will be important to the U. States, 
to individual Stales, and to the Indians 
themselves 
The pecuniary advanta- 


ges which it promises, lo the Govern- 
ment are the least of its recommenda- 
tions. 
It puts an end to all possible 


danger of collision between ihe author- 
ities of the General and Slate Govern- 
ments, on account of the Indians 
It 


will place a dense and civilized popu- 
lation in large tracts of country now 
occupied by a few savage hunters. 
By 


opening the whole territory between 
Tennessee on the -north, and Louisiana 
on the south, to the settlement of the 
whites, it will incalculably strengthen 
the southwestern frontier, and render 
the adjacent Stales strong enough to 
repel future invasion without remote 
aid. 
It will relieve the whole Stale of 


Mississippi, and the western part of 
Alabama, of Indian occupancy, and e- 
nablc those States to advance rapidly iu 
population, wealth, and power. 
It will 


separate the Indians from immediate 
contact w i t h settlements of whites ; free 
them from the power of the States; e- 
nable them to pursue happiness in their 
own way, and under their own rude in- 
stitutions; will retard the progress of 
decay, which is lessening their num- 
bers ; and perhaps cause them gradual- 
ly. under the proiec.tion of the Govern- 
ment, and through ihe influence of 
good counsels, to cast off their savage 
habits, and become an interesting, civ- 
ilized, and Christian community — 
These consequences, some, of them so 
certain, and the rest so probable, make 
the complete execution of tbe plan 
sanctioned by Congress at iheir last 
session an object of much solicitude. 


Toward the aborigines of the country- 


no one can indulge a more friendly I'eel- 
insrthan myself, or would go further in 
attempting to reclaim them from their 
wandering habits, and make them, a 
happy and prosperous people. 
J have 


endeavored to impress upon them my 
own solemn convictions of the duties 
and powers of the General Government 
in relation to the State authorities. — 
For ihe justice of the laws passed by 
ihe States within the scope of their re- 
served powers, they are not responsi- 
ble to this Government. 
As individu- 


als, we may entertain and express our 
opinions of their acts ; but, as a Gov- 
ernment, we have as little right to con- 
trol them as w;e have 10 prescribe laws 
to foreign nations. 


With a full understanding of the sub- 


ject. theChoctaw and Chickasaw tribes 
have, with great unanimity, determin- 
ed to avail themselves of ihe liberal of- 
fers presented by ihe act of Congress. 
and have agreed lo remove beyond the 
Mississippi river. 
Treaties have been 


made with them, which, in clue season, 
will be submitted for consideration. — 
In nei<ou;-.iipK these treaties, they wrre 
made to umlersiand their true condi- 
tion: and they ha\e preferred main- 
taining their independence in iheWrsi- 
ern forests t<> subm'ming to the laws of 
5JH- Stairs in which they now reside — •

Gentlemen : We have seen since our arri- 


val in Washington, two erroneous statements, 
as it regards the Cherokees, copied into your 
paper from Southern prints, which we beg 
permission to correct. 


It is first stated that "the Cherokees are 


willing to enter into a trealy. provided reser- 
vations in fee are given to certain charac- 
ters/' &c.

Prudence would 
seem to dictate, that until the several 
works which have just been enumera- 
ted, as essential to give value lo those 
which have been finished, or rapidly 
progressing to completion, shall have 
been completed, no other project of in- 
ternal improvement should be authori- 
zed or contracted for. 


The act relative to the appointment 


of canal commissioners, approved the 
6th day of April last, and which pro- 
vides for ihe appointment of a board of 
appraisers, to whom appeals are to be 
made by persons dissatisfied w i t h the 
amount of damages offered by the board 
of canal commissioners, has not cloth- 
ed the board of appraisers with those 
powers, which a proper regard for the 
rights of individuals,as well as for those 
of the commonwealth, and a desire to 
do justice to both, would see.in to re- 
quire they should possess. 
In order 


to arrive at the truth, il becomes neces- 
sary in most cases,thai witnesses should 
be examined by the appraisers. There 
is no tribunal to which the parlies can 
resort for the process to compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses before the board. 
It would seem but reasonable, there- 
fore,that the board of appraisers should 
be vested by law, with the power to is- 
sue such process for the appearance, 
and to enforce the attendance of witnes- 
ses, as will tend to ihe accomplishment 
of that object, and also, with authority 
to administer the necessary oaths or af- 
firmations to witnesses, preparatory to 
their examination. 
1 would also sug- 


gest the propriety of so amending the 
ad, as to make the report ol" a majori- 
ty of the appraisers valid and final, arid 
to regulate the manner in which the ap- 
peal from the offer of the board of ca- 
nal commissioners to the board of ap- 
praisers, is to be taken or made. 


In bringing to your view the state of 


the finances of the commonwealth, ilis 
gratifying to be enabled to suy^hax they 
have not at any former period presented 
a more flourishing and prosperous con- 
dition : 
That they have not only been 


amply sufficient, during the fiscal year 
which has just ended, to defray the cur- 
rent expenses of" government, but have 
yielded a surplus, such as has authori- 
zed the transfer of considerable sums in 
aid of the fund for the payment ol in- 
terest on the moneys borrowed by the 
commonwealth, from time to time, for 
the purposes of internal improvement. 
The balance in the treasury on the 30th 
of November last, was §243,856 20, of 
which sum there was transferred on the 
same day into the internal improvement 
fund, the sum of S94,-i25 and 4-4- cents ; 
leaving an actual balance in the treasu- 
ry on that day, of §149,430 and 80 cts. 
The receipts into the treasury for the 
fiscal year, ending on the 30th Novem- 
ber last, were £624,414 and 87 cents, 
showing- an excess of revenue for the 
year 1830, over that of 1829, of g25,- 
315 and 77 cents. 


The premium of £220,000, paid by 


the bank of Pennsylvania, on the loan 
of 5$4,000,000, under the provisions of 
the act of the 13th of March last, has 
so far aided the fund theretofore set a- 
part for the payment of the interest on 
loans, as to enable the commissioners of 
the internal improvement fund, to dis- 
charge the interest which became due 
on the first of August last, and to leave 
a balance in the hands of the u-easurer 
of that fund, applicable to the payment 
of the interest which will become due 
on the same account on the first of Feb- 
ruary, 1831, of Si48,324 and 42 cents. 
The excess of revenue over the expen 
ditures for the months of December 
and January, will authorize a transfer 
from the treasury into the internal im 
provtment fund, of a sum in addition 
to the above mentioned balance, suffi- 
cient to meet the interest which wall 
become due on loans at the above men- 
tioned date. 


The revenues to be derived under the 


several acts of the last session "for the 
levy and collection of taxes 


maining b-"1 ,'WO. .should the tolls pro- 
duced by the canals, amount lo the sum 
anticipated, will, with the usual acces- 
sions of ordinary revc'tiue, be sufficient 
to meet the current expenses of govern- 
ment. 
As no revenues will, in the 


mean lime, be derived from other sour- 
ces, applicable to this object, there will 
lie a deficiency in the fund for ihe pay- 
ment of inltresl on loans on ihe first day 
of August next, of S'200,000, lo be pro- 
vided for by ihe legislature. 


To sustain ihe credit of the slate, and 


to enable it to borrow money from lime 
to lime, upon advantageous terms, the 
establishment of an adequate fund lor 
the prompt and p u n c t u a l payment of 
ihe interest of the .sums borrowed, will 
be altogether indispensable. 
In a com- 


m u n i c a t i o n made to the legislature, on 
the 14th of January last, which will be 
found upon their journals, and to which 
I would now refer, 1 endeavored lo di- 
rt1 ct th'-ir attention to such sources 
from which a revenue might be deri- 
ved, as I then thought, might be prop- 
erly and safely resorted to for the pur- 
pose of providing an interest fund, en- 
tirely adequate to the existing and in- 
creasing necessities of the common- 
wealth.
